The peo- 
ple cannot tolerate an attack upon 
themselves. 


"3. The public employe has no 


employer who may profit from de- 
pressed conditions ol! employment.

"4. The conditions of public em- 


ployment, the rules governing it, 
and the revenues available to pay 
for it are all matters of public 
record. 


Can Improve Positions 


•"5. Public employes 
have 
the 


right to improve their conditions 
through arguments before all Ihe 
people, before legislative bodies, to 
administrative 
officials 
and, of 


course, by their own ballots on 
election day. These rights are so 
effective that among all the types 
of employment over the years pub- 
lic employment lias been rated as 
having the best and most desir- 
able conditions. 


"Government is not an end in 


itself. It exists solely to serve the 
peitple. The very right of private 
employes to strike depends on the 
protection 
of constitutional 
gov- 


ernment under law. Every, liberty 
enjoyed in this nation exists be- 
cause it is protected by govern- 
ment which functions uninterrupt- 
edly. The paralysis of any portion 
of government could quickly lead 
to the paralysis of all society." 


The 77 bills sponsored by Mr. 


Wadlin, dealt in the most part 
with improving conditions for la- 
bor generally. They were in the 
fields ol: workmen's compensation, 
unemployment insurance and the 
labor law of the state. 


One of these bills extended the 


time ior filing a claim for work- 
men's compensation from one year 
to two years.

put it upon the sta tu te books as 
a policy of the state. 
“It will undoubtedly work to the 
benefit »>i ihe greatest num ber of 
people because it will keep them 
from em barking upon an unlawful 
project,”

said 
Assemblyman 
Wadlin read excerpts from Gov­ 
ernor Dewey’s m em orandum filed 
at the tim e tin* governor signed 
the hill. T he governor’s message in 
p art as read wtos; 
‘Preserves Every Right’ 
“T he 
hill 
carefully 
preserves 
every right enjoyed by public em ­ 
ployes to express their views, com­ 
plaints and grievances, privately 
or publicly. 
“The conditions of public and 
private employment are entirely 
different. The special ch a ra c te r­ 
istics of public em ploym ent are as 
follows:

seldom more clearly and ably than by former 
Governor Nathan L. Miller, speaking at the 
dinner honoring the 150th anniversary of the 
Office of State Comptroller: 


"The ea.se with which income and indirect 


taxes can be collected has more and more 
caused the localities to lean on the states 
and the states on the federal government 
for grants in aid of local projects. Waste 
and extravagance increase, again in arith- 
metical progression, as the distance increases 
from the place of spending to the treasury 
from which the money is obte.ined. The rea- 
son is that, instead of having watchful eyes 
to check profligate spending, local interest 
is centered on getting easy money to spend." 


There is much food for thought in Mr. 


Miller's words. The observation is particular 
]y timely in view of the movement on the 
part of some interested groups for still more 
state aid without regard to the consequences 
in terms of new state taxes or the future 
solvency of the state, 


Perhaps the underlying mistake has been 


to adopt mandatory legislation which sad- 
dles local units of government with new ex- 
penses. 


What is the answer? Do we want home 


rule for spending only while we give' some 
other level of government the unpleasant 
task of ^imposing taxes to raise the money? 
Or don't we want home r.ule at all? 


This is a good time to get acquainted with 


South American names, and how to spell and 
pronounce them. That part of our western 
hemisphere is more important than it ever 
was before, and steadily growing more so. 


PARLIAMENTARY TROUBLES 


The French government headed by Paul 


P.amadier is tottering, and the Italian, headed 
by Alccde de Gaspcri, is out. The cause is 
the familiar malady of the parliamentary 
system, whereby if the premier loses the 
support of the majority in the lower house 
of parliament, he goes out of office. 


Then in France and. Italy, at any rate, 


follows a period of dickering. The president 
asks the leader of some group to form a 
cabinet which will command a majority. He 
interviews leading politicians, offers them 
this post or that, learns that A will not join 
without B, and that, if B is appointed, this 
will drive off the indispensable C. Finally the 
premier-designate either gives up the at- 
tempt, or announces his success. Even then 
he is sometimes immediately put out of office 
by a hostile vote in the lower house. The 
the whole business starts over again, and 
meanwhile the nation is without a govern- 
ment. 


The American system of a definite term 


for the head of the government is less flexi- 
ble. It may result in the continuance of a 
president who has outworn his welcome. But 
it seems batter than the uncertainties of the 
parliamentary method. Charles Beard, in The 
Republic, expressed the .idea that the Eng- 
lish system was better for the English, but 
that ours was better for us. 


Give credit lo army officials for ability to 


learn. After two years' experience the oc- 
cupation forces in Germany have discovered 
that oflicials who have to deal with Germans 
should be able to speak German. 


JAPAN AS A TERRITORY 


The Japanese would like to have their 


country become a territory of the United 
States, General Mac-Arthur is reported as 
Sti.viriK. That rumor may be doubted. A coun- 
try of such intense national pride, which 
came near conquering all Eastern Asia, 
would not readily give up its separate exist- 
ence.

TAFT OR DBWEV 


As the legislative year passes from debate to 


decision, tho Republican lineup for the nomination 
remains what it has been since the 1944 convention: 
Senator Robert A. Taft or Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey. 


This is obvious. There will be nothing like the 


Willkie Blitz of 1940 at Philadelphia. Every resis- 
tance to that type of convention has been developed 
by state delegations. Philadelphia will be a Republi- 
can convention run by Republicans. 


Harold .SUtsscn is not taken too seriously, be- 


cause1 a man whose only current occupation is 
candidacy for public oflicc rarely is. His interview 
with StaJin proved a political dud, for as a com- 
petitor of Henry Wallace, Stasscn just is not'suffi- 
ciently wild to count. It is hard to beat Wallace at 
that game. If Stassen assumed that his physical 
presence in'Moscow during that conference would 
add to his stature, he misread the change in the 
attitude of the American people between the San 
Francisco and the Moscow conferences. 


Furthermore, Republicans, particularly 
party 


processionals knew that at San Francisco, Stassen 
was extraordinarily gullible in Russian matters and 
that it was Arthur Vandenberg and John Foster 
Dulles who established so much leadership that the 
bi-partisan policy in international relations de- 
veloped into more than'a "me-too" habit. When the 
Stalin-Stassen interview appeared, the general feel- 
ing was that he had done no greater harm than to 
weaken his own candidacy, which is a personal 
matter. 


John Brickcr and Arthur Vandenberg are the so- 


called "dark horses." Many practical politicians feel 
that T>ewey and Taft are working themselves into 
a situation where they might kill-each other off. 
The general attitude among those who are likely 
to be delegates to the convention seems to be that 
it is essential at this stage to support both Taft and 
Dewey; that, both are top-notch national leaders. 
Strongly, it is felt that it would be damaging to 
the Republican party, if their competition Cor the 
highest office resulted in one damaging Ihe other, 
as each is essential to the other and to the Party.- 
Just as Tom Dewey-has gained strength because 


of his splendid administration of the Slate of New 
York, so has Bob Taft been reinCorcccl by his amax- 
ingly brilliant leadership .in the Senate, which, 
while it.looks queer in operation, produces results 
of a high order. Those men arc not ordinary com- 
petitors. Knowing each of them about as well as a 
friend can, I am certain that neither would JiCt a 
finger to hurt the other. 
t 


Tom Dowey is oCteri described as a political 


Machiavelli who applies a frigid mind to every 
problem and-who pulls the carpet from under the 
feet oC .his best friend. This is not so. Dewey has. 
built amazingly strong, efficient and loyal organiza- 
tions both on the administrative and political .sides 
and what is most remarkable is that, with one ex- 
ception, it has held together throughout his career. 
No frigid, selfish personality could have accom- 
plished this. Disloyalty begets disloyalty. 


Bob Taft is everywhere acknowledged as the 


keenest mind not only in the Republican party but 
in the Congress. He is extraordinarily forthright and 
truthful. It has often been doubted that a man 
who speaks his mind freely, who will not compro- 
mise a principle for an advantage, who gives his 
opponents every opportunity to undo him, could 
succeed in politics. Some of his best friends have 
felt that'While TaCt would make an unusually 
'competent President, he lacks the finesse oC a Tally- 
eyrand and therefore could never be elected. 


The fact is that whenever TaCt has run for 


office, he has always been elected. The fact is 
that he got his bill through the Senate'by giving 
Irving Ives and Wayne Morse their-head, whereas 
had he employed the usual political tricks or the 
forceful methods of a political-boss, he would have 
been defeated. It is now likely that his bill will be 
accepted by the House. It is even likely that it will 
be signed by the President. Taft has proven that 
leadership-need not. depend upon tricks. 


Here arc the two men, one of whom may be

NEW INSTRUMENT FOR EPILEPSY 


During World War I, as senior medical officer 


of a base hospital, I was hurriedly requested to di- 
rect treatment of a soldier in a fit. He was being 
held down by three orderlies and several patients. 
On my way, tho consulting psychiatrist entered tho 
hospital and came along with rnc. Taking one look 
at the patient, he ordered the orderlies to leave him 
alone. He then talked quietly to the patient, told 
him to stop putting on an exhibition, and let the 
orderlies look after patients who were sick nnd 
needed attention. The psychiatrist diagnosed the. 
case as hysteria, not epilepsy, because the patient 
was conscious and was careful not to hurt himself 
when.he "threw his fit." This single Cact. that'the 
patient is not conscious in a true epileptic lit, has 
been the usual method of telling the difference be- 
tween hysteria and epilepsy, because in hysteria 
the patient is always conscious and knows what he 
is doing. 


However, there arc borderline cases- in which it 


is not always possible'to be sure whether tho lit is 
hysteria or epilepsy, so that a new method of diag- 


. nosis is proving of great value to the physician. 


In a pamphlet issued by the American Epilepsy 


League Iformerly the League Against Epilepsy), 
Dr. William G. Lennox, the oustanding authority on 
epilepsy, states that the clcctroccphalograph, an in- 
strument .which records the electrical currents of 
the brain (just as the electrocardiograph records 
the movements of the heart), has proved of great 
use in differentiating epilepsy from fainting and 
hysteria, in locating brain injuries or tumors, in 
indicating the seriousness of the case, in suggest- 
ing the best drug to bo used, and in following the 
success of the treatment. While this instrument re-. 
quires considerable experience to obtain best re- 
sults, it is of great value in making sure of the 
diagnosis und so giving the. patient the. proper 
treatment. 


In the meantime, the "general" rules lo be fol- 


lowed in the treatment of epilepsy are: 1. Cut down 
on all liquids—water, tea, coffee, milk, cocoa. 
2.' 


Cut clown on ail starch foods—potatoes, bread, su- 
gar, pastries. 3. Increase fat foods—butler, cream, 
'egg yolk, fat meats. 
-1. Daily dose of phenobarbital 


as prescribed by a physician.

TAFT OR DEW EY 
As the legislative year passes from debate to 
decision, the Republican lineup for the nomination 
rem ains w hat it has been since the 1944 convention: 
S enator R obert A. T aft or Governor Thom as L. 
Dewey. 
This is obvious. T here will be nothing like the 
Willkie Blitz of 194U at Philadelphia. Every resis­ 
tance to th a t type of convention has been developed 
by sta te delegations. Philadelphia will be a Republi­ 
can convention run by Republicans. 
Harold Stassen is not taken too seriously, be­ 
cause a m an whose only cu rren t occupation is 
candidacy for public oflice rarely is. His interview 
with Stalin proved a political dud. for as a com­ 
petitor of H enry Wallace, Stassen just is not suffi­ 
ciently wild to count. It is hard to beat W allace at 
that game. If Stassen assumed th at his physical 
presence in Moscow during that conference would 
add to his statu re, he m isread the change in the 
attitude of the American people between the San 
Francisco and the Moscow- conferences. 
F urtherm ore, 
Republicans, 
particularly 
party 
professionals knew that at San Francisco, Stassen 
was extraordinarily gullible in Russian m a tters and 
th at it was A rth u r Vandcnberg and John F oster 
Dulles who established so much leadership th at the 
bi-partisan policy 
in 
international 
relations 
de­ 
veloped into m ore than a “m e-too” habit. W hen the 
Stalin-Stassen interview appeared, the general feel­ 
ing was th at he had done no g reater harm than to 
weaken his own candidacy, which is a personal 
m atter. 
John Bricker and A rth u r Vandenberg are the so- 
called “dark horses.” Many practical politicians feel 
th a t Dewey and T aft are w orking themselves into 
a situation w here they might kill each other off. 
The general attitu d e among those who are likely 
to be delegates to the convention seems to lie th a t 
it is essential at this stage to support both Taft and 
Dewey; th at both are top-notch national leaders. 
Strongly, it is felt th a t it would be dam aging to 
the Republican party if their competition for the 
highest office resulted in one dam aging the other, 
as each is essential to the other and to the P arty. 
Just as Tom Dewey has gained strength because 
of his splendid adm inistration of the S ta te of New 
York, so has Bob T aft been reinforced by his am az­ 
ingly brilliant 
leadership in 
the Senate, which, 
while it looks queer in operation, produces results 
of a high order. These men are not ordinary com ­ 
petitors. Knowing each of them about as well as a 
friend can, I am certain th a t neither would lift a 
finger to hurt the other. 
, 
Tom Dewey is often described as a political 
Machiavelli who applies a frigid mind to every 
problem and who pulls the carpet from under the 
feet of his best friend. This is not so. Dewey has 
built am azingly strong, efficient and loyal organiza­ 
tions both on the adm inistrative and political sides 
and w hat is most rem arkable is that, with one ex­ 
ception, it has held together throughout his career. 
No frigid, selfish personality could have accom­ 
plished this. Disloyalty begets disloyalty. 
Bob T aft is everyw-herc acknowledged as the 
keenest mind not only in the Republican p arty but 
in the Congress. He is extraordinarily forthright and 
truthful. It has often been doubted th at a m an 
who speaks his mind freely, who will not com pro­ 
mise a principle for an advantage, who gives his 
opponents every opportunity to undo him, could 
succeed in politics. Some of his best friends have 
felt th at while T a ft would m ake an unusually 
com petent President, he lacks the finesse of a Tally- 
eyrand and therefore could never be elected. 
The fact is that w henever T aft has run for 
office, he has always been elected. The fact is 
th a t he got his bill through the Senate by giving 
Irving Ives and W ayne Morse their+iead, w hereas 
had he employed the usual political tricks or the 
forceful methods of a political boss, he would have 
been defeated. It is now likely that his bill will be 
accepted by the House. It is even likely th at it will 
be signed by the President. Taft has proven th a t 
lead e rsh ip . need not depend upon tricks. 
Here are the two men, one of whom m ay be 
the Republican candidate for President.

NEW INSTRUM ENT FOR EPILEPSY 
During W orld W a r I, as senior medical officer 
of a base hospital, I was hurriedly requested to di­ 
rect trea tm e n t of a soldier in a fit. He was being 
held down by three orderlies and several patients. 
On my way, the consulting psychiatrist entered the 
hospital and cam e along with me. Taking one look 
at the patient, he ordered the orderlies to leave him 
alone. He then talked quietly to the patient, told 
him to stop putting on an exhibition, and let the 
orderlies look a fte r patients who w ere sick and 
needed attention. The psychiatrist diagnosed the 
case as hysteria, not epilepsy, because the patient 
was conscious and was careful not to hurt himself 
when he “threw his fit.” This single fact, th a t the 
patient is not conscious in a true epileptic lit. has 
been the usual m ethod of telling the difference be­ 
tween hysteria and epilepsy, because in hysteria 
the patient is always conscious and knows w hat he 
is doing. 
However, there are borderline cases in which it 
is not always possible to be sure w h eth er the fit is 
hysteria or epilepsy, so that a new method of diag­ 
nosis is proving of great value to the physician. 
In a pamphlet issued by the American Epilepsy 
League (form erly the League Against Epilepsy), 
Dr. William G. Lennox, the oustanding authority on 
epilepsy, states that tho elect rocephalograph, an in­ 
strum ent which records the electrical curren ts of 
the brain (just as the electrocardiograph records 
the m ovem ents of the heart », has proved of great 
use in differentiating epilepsy from fainting and 
hysteria, in locating brain injuries or tum ors, in 
indicating the seriousness of the case, in suggest­ 
ing the best drug to bo used, and in following the 
success of the treatm ent. While this instrum ent re ­ 
quires considerable experience to obtain best re­ 
sults, it is of great value in m aking sure of the 
diagnosis anil so giving the patient 
the proper 
treatm ent. 
In the m eantim e, the “general” rules to be fol­ 
lowed in the treatm ent of epilepsy are: 1. Cul down 
on all liquids—w ater, tea, coffee, milk, cocoa. 
2. 
Cut down on all starch foods- potatoes, bread, su­ 
gar, pastries. 
3. Increase fat foods—butter, cream , 
egg yolk, fat m eats. 
4. Daily dose of phcnobarbital 
as prescribed by a physician.

A ttacks of epilepsy m ay be very greatly lessen­ 
ed and even prevented by m ore attention to diet.

Workers Are \Vantcd 


George F. Mahar, personnel offi- 


cer at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital, Sampson, announces that 
several professional jobs are as 
yet unfilled at the (hospital. 


Personnel needed to complete 


the hospital staff 
includes two 


clinical laboratorians at $2,394 a 
year, two laboratorians—one in 
bio-chemistry and one in serology 
—at $2,644, and 14 nurses at $2,- 
664 to $5,905 a year. 


The hospital cares for tubercu- 
lar World WaV 1 and 2 vets.

Vets Exempt from Taxation 
The tax law of the State of New 


York provides various exemptions 
from real property taxation in the 
case of vets. However, not all real 


property of vets is exempt from 
taxation. 


In substance, the law provides 


that; where real properly is pur- 
chased with the proceeds of a vet's 
pension, bonus or insurance paid 
by the U.S. or New York state, 
and is-owned by said vet or-by his 
wife or widow or dependent father 
or mother, or by his minor chil- 
dren, the property is exempt (ex- 
cept for school taxes) to the ex- 
tent of such monies so applied, 
not in excess of $5,000, provided a 
verified application is filed with 
the assessors.
